AMSTERDAM (AP)— 
KLM announced that one 
of its giant airliners, with 
99 persons aboard, crashed 
early Thursday 130 miles 
off the Irish coast. Hope 
for survivors was slight, 
the airlines communique 


said. | 

The communique said that} 
British Royal Air Force planes 
Sighted wreckage at 1:45 p.m. 
(10:45 pam. JST). 

Of the 91 passengers, 11 we 
Dutch, Nationalities of Oh 
others were American, Fre , 
German, Israeli, Polish and 
British, 

Four children were among 
the 11 Dutch passengers. 

It was the worst crash in the 
almost 40 year history of the 
Royal Dutch Airlines. 

The plane, a Superconstella- 
tion, en route from Amsterdam 
via Shannon and Gander to New 


York, left Amsterdam Wednes- 
day night. It was an extra 
flight on the service route 


KL 607, the communique said. 


“Although nothing is known 
at this moment with certainty 
concerning the fate of the pas- 
sengers, we must to our regret 
estimate there is little hope 
that there are any survivors,” 
the communique said, 


Wreckage Found 

LONDON (AP)—The British 
Air Ministry said Thursday 
wreckage and a number of 
dinghies have been sighted by 
Royal Air Force planes over 
the stormy Atlantic where 4a 
KLM airliner with 91 passen- 
gers and a crew of eight vanish- 
ed at dawn. 


A London Airport official said 
bodies and wheels of an air- 
plane had been sighted in the 
water west of Ireland. 


Reports reaching Shannon 
Airport said signs of life had 
been seen in one of the dinghies 
spotted by search aircraft. The 
reports could not be immediate- 
ly confirmed, 


Several semi-inflated life rafts 
were also located in the waters. 


Ships in the area were urged 
to hurry, to the spot. 

An official at Shannon Airport 
—the plane's last stopping point 
—said an Irish Army-Air Force 
rescue plane had gone to the 
spot. 

The British frigate Brocklesby 
and the Canadian destroyer 
Crusader, sailing from Gibraltar 
and from Portland, England, 
were ordered to proceed at full 
speed to, the crash spot. 

The warships were 450 miles 
from the crash, which was well 
off the shipping lanes. 

The Brocklesby would take 20 
hours to reach the scene and 
the Crusader 18 hours. 


All planes fiying the Atlantic 
were alerted to be on the out- 
look for the big airliner. Three 
British Royal Air Force planes 
began a search off the west 
coast of Ireland. 


The missing airliner left Shan- 
non Airport at 5:05 a.m. (11:05 
am. JST). It was under way 
one hour and 35 minutes when 
radio contact was broken, 


It carried inflatable life pre- 
servers for passengers and 
crew, and four inflatable life 
boats, each one with a capacity 
of 25 persons, according to the 
line spokesman at Idlewild. 

If the plane is lost with all 
hands this will be the worst 
disaster in the history of com- 
mercial aviation involving a 


single plane.

Konrads and his fellow Aus 
tralian team members lived up 
to their name as they swept all 
three finals on the first day of 
the four-day championships. 

Terry Gathercole took the 100 
meters breaststroke, while John 
Monckton won the 100 meters 
backstroke. 

Yamanaka sent the 8,000 spec- 
tators at the pool side into a 
wild frenzy of cheering as he 
caught up with Konrads 25 
meters before goal after 1,450 
meters of an even neck and 
neck race. 

But Konrads made a final 
spurt and touched goal a stroke 
and split-second ahead of Yama- 
naka. 

If it could be called a consola- 
tion, it was Yamanaka’s first 
1,500 meters under 18 minutes. 

Konrads’ clocking was far 
short of his world record time 
of 17:28.7 which is now up for 
official recognition by the Inter- 
national Swimming Federation. 

Team-mate Gary Winram was 
third last night in 18:23.6, also 
slower than his best record of 
18:14.8. 

Konrads forged into the lead 
at the 300-meter mark followed 
by Yamanaka less than half a 
length behind and Winram a 
length behind the Japanese.

COCOMCuts 
Export List 
By 71 Items 


The Government today an- 
nounced COCOM’s decision for 
a sweeping relaxation of the 
West’s strategic goods embargo 
against Communist bloc coun- 
tries. 

The new export embargo list 
goes into effect today, 

Under COCOM’s decision, 71 of 
the 181 embargo items were 
stricken off the list because of 
their little strategical nature. 

Only 29 items remain on the 
list under the old definition of 
“strategical mature” of the 
goods. Restrictions were relax- 
ed considerably for some of the 
&1 other items. 

The decision climaxed talks 
in Paris among the 15 COCOM 
member nations, including 
Japan since early this year to 
revamp the embargo list whith 
had turned. in part, to a 
nominal existence because of 
the scientific and technological 
advances made in the Commu- 
nist countries. 

The export quota for 25 items 
was totally abolished, while the 
number of items previously sub- 
ject to a system of flexible con- 
trols (their shipment was re- 
stricted when the necessity 
arose) was reduced from 65 to 
35. 

However, 12 new items in- 
cluding electronically operated 
machine tools, jet fuels and 
certain precision equipment, 
were added to the embargo list 
in view of their strategical im- 
portance to the Communists, 

These newly added items, 
however, are either commodities 
which are not produced in 
Japan or those which this coun- 
try is still not vet in a position 
to export. 

The deembargoed goods in- 
clude items which Japan can ex- 
port, such as merchant ships, 
large fishing boats, tankers and 
ball bearings under certain 
standards, electronic micros- 
copes, spectrometers, petroleum 
products, aluminium and cop- 
er. 

For this reason, the Govern- 
ment considered COCOM’s eas- 
ing of the embargo quite satis- 
factory. 

Trading circles, however, fear 
that relaxation of the embargo 
may mean the advance of the 
West European nations into the 
Red China market as it comes 
at a time when Japan’s trade 
relations with mainland China 
are suspended with no pros- 
pects of an early resumption. 

These circles point out that 
the revised list contains high 
quality industrial products in 
which some West European 
nations have strong competitive 
power,

surprised most Asian as 
well as European dele- 
gates. 


Gromyko’s speech before the 
Si-nation General Assembly's 
special ermergency session was 
considered by pro-Western 
countries as remarkably lack- 
ing in bombast. 


Most delegates preferred to 
remain unnamed and said they 
needed more time to digest 
both Eisenhower's and Gro 
myko’s speeches. 

Typical comment prevailing 
at the United Nations, however, 
came from Philippine Ambas- 
sador Carlos P. Romulo, who 
said: 


“If the Russian resolution’s 
slightly moderate terms and 
jromy ko’s not-so-vituperative 
speech are to be the trend that 
will be carried through in this 
special session, we may be able 
to do something constructive, I 
hope.” 

Minister Masayoshi Kaki- 
tsubo, Japan’s deputy perma- 
nent representative to the U.N., 
declined to comment. He said: 
“Tt is too soon to say anything. 
No, fRothing yet.” 

The same reply came from 
Counsellor Abdullah Kamil, 
press officer of the Indonesian 
Delegation, who said: “It is 
too early to say anything. We 
will need time to study the re 
solutions.” 

The general consensus from 
those who wished to remain un- 
quoted and unnamed was that 
Gromyko’s speech was largely 
a repetition of what had been 
said previously. They all felt, 
however, that the speech was 
moderate and mild.

Lioyd told the General Assem- 
bly’s emergency session he 
thought it would be “unwise” 
to go into details of these plans 
at this stage. 

“One of the advantages of our 
meeting here is that we have 
the opportunity of private con- 
sultation and discussion,” he 
said. 


Lioyd, despite earlier support 
expressed by Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan, said ‘he 


doubted the value of summit 
talks for which Russia phigged 
all year, only to back down 
when the United States and 
Britain proposed a heads of 
government meeting in the U.N. 
Security Council. 

“I have always been doubtful 
about the wisdom of the’ great 
powers trying to prescribe Te- 
medies for the problems of 
small countries in partiedlar 
areas,” he said. “There War 
also the doubt whether such 
negotiations would be used by 
the Soviet Union to iierease 
tension rather than diminish ft.” 

The United Kingdom was the 
only speaker scheduled at

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.

“I must, however, frankly 
confess that I was disappointed 
by the tore and substance of 
the speech of the Soviet For- 


eign Minister yesterday. One 
delegate said afterwards “well, 
you know, the last three 
minutes of Mr. GromyKo’s 


speech were not so bad.’ That 
may be true. It is a relative 
judgment. The other 31 
minutes were certainly much to 
be regretted.” Fd 

Informed quarters said Brit- 
ain and the United States were 
in close consultation on a re- 
solution, dealing with part of 
the Eisenhower program. This

The British Foreign Secretary 
warmly endorsed the FEisen- 
hower proposal for a Middle 
East economic foundation to 
help raise the standards of liv- 
ing in the area. He called this 
proposal far sighted and pledged 
that Britain would give such 
help “as may be within our 
power to give and which is ac- 
ceptable to the countries con- 
cerned.” 


On another main point In the 
Eisenhower plan—a_ standby 
peace force—Lioyd also agreed. 


Such a force, he said, “could 
make possible quick action in 
an emergency, quick action 
which would not be dependent 
upon the willingness of fndivi- 


dual countries to act on their 
own.” 
He declared that Britain 


would be ready to withdraw her 
troops from Jordan “if the law- 
ful Government of Jordan re- 
quests it, or if suitable arrange- 
ments are made to preserve Jor- 
dan from external threat and 
to maintain its independence 
and integrity.” 

He concluded by saving the

Doctors Testify 
At Crowley Trial 


By The Associated Préss 

Four doctors and one phar- 
macist testified yesterday as 
Japanese prosecutors neared the 
end of their manslaughter case 
against onetime Yale football 
star Joseph P, Crowley, 49, 
New Haven, Conn, 

Crowley is charged with 
beating to death his brother-in- 
law, T. A. Jones Jr., 45, also 
of New Haven, in a Tokyo Im- 
perial Hotel suite last May 8 
after an alinight drinking 
spree. The men were in Japan 
to buy an oil tanker, 

The routine proceedings 
livened up when Crowley rose 
from his seat to speak during 
testimony being given by Dr. 
June Omura. Omura had ex- 
amined Crowley's left hand at 
the request of Tokyo police 
May 9, the night after Jones’ 
death. . 

Crowley said Omura kept 
pointing to a mark on the back 
of his left hend at the time of 
the examination, a mark he 
said he had “had for years and 
years.” 

Omura sald he did not recall 
noticing such a mark. 

Omura testified that on the 
May 9 examination he found the 
back of Crowley's hand slightly 
swollen and the thumb stiff. 

He said Crowley said at the 
time he had sprained the hand 
when he fell in a bathtub two 
days previously. 

Another physician, Dr. Eisuke 
Hamaguchi, testified his ex- 
amination showed the contusion 
on the back of Crowley's left 
hand and a blue patch on his 
lower left leg were “caused by 
direct action of blunt force.” 

The physician who originally 
attended Jones’ bruises in the 
Imperial Hotel, Dr. Yuzuru Ono, 
had been scheduled to testify 
yesterday. But a change of 
plans delayed his appearance in 
court until today. 

Chief Prosecutor Kenjiro 
Furukawa said Ono's teatimony 
“will be the climax of the trial.”

Not 
only had he devoted most of 
his earlier life to the restora- 
tion of the Korean independence 
but saved the nation from pos-

Fish Experts 
From USSR 
In Hokkaido 


SAPPORO (AP)—A group of 
Soviet Russian fishery experts 
is touring Hokkaido, Japan's 
northernmost main isiand in- 
specting the Japanese fishing 
industry. 

The team is headed by N. A. 
Wanvyaev, chairman of the Na-

It arrived here last Thursday 
and is reported to be leaving for 
Soviet Russia about next Sun- 
day.

Arms makers and the Ministry 
of International Trade and In- 
dustry are studying plans to set 
up a missiles development com- 
pany or a national missiles fe- 
search laboratory for over-all de- 
velopment of missiles, according 
to informed sources. 

At present, the Fuji Seimitsu 
Kogyo is engaged in the re. 
search and testing of air-to-air 
missiles, the Mitsubishi group 
ground- to-air missiles and the 
Kawasaki Aircraft Industry 
ground-to-ground missiles. 

In order to determine the best 
course for missiles development, 
MITI plans to send survey teams 
abroad. MITI hopes to set aside 
¥8 million in the fiscal 1959 bud- 
get to dispatch survey groups to 
Britain, France, Italy, West Ger- 
many and the United States to 
study the latest developments in 
missiles production, the sources

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Eisenhower’s Appeal 
President Eisenhower’s address at the special emergen- 
cy meeting of the General Assembly of the United Nations 
on Wednesday put the fundamental issues involved in the 
Middle East crisis before the delegates in a clear and un- 


mistakable manner. 


The speech certainly borrows one hypothesis—that the 
world as a whole needs to be “modernized”’—but as that is 
a hypothesis which few will be found to reject today it can- 
not be said to militate against the applicability of the 


American President's views. 


As he himself said, Mr. Eisenhower in this speech was 
trying to present the framework of a plan for peace in the 
disturbed region which would provide a setting of politi- 
cal order responsive to the rights of the people in each 
nation; which would avoid the dangers of a regional arms 
race; which would permit the various peoples concerned 
to devote their energies wholeheartedly to the tasks of 
development and human progress in the widest sense. 

It is important that this program, Mr. BHisenhower 


contends, should be viewed as a whole. 


He divides the re- 


quirements as a whole into six elements—United Nations 
concern for Lebanon, United Nations measures to preserve 
peace in Jordan, an end to the fomenting from without of 
civil strife, a United Nations peace force, a regional econo- 
mic development plan to assist and accelerate improvement 
in the living standards of the people in the Arab nations, 
and steps to avoid a new arms race spiral in the area. 
What he asked from the General Assembly was setting 
in motion of measures that would result in a “climate of 
security” in the region and at the same time create the 
framework for a common effort to raise the standard of 


living of the Arab peoples. 


The President looks beyond the regional problem of 


the Arab peoples in the latter part of his speech. 


“The 


world that is being remade on our planet,” he confidently 


says, “is going to be a world of many mature nations. 


As 


one after another of these new nations moves through the 
difficult transition to modernization and learns the methods 
of growth, from this travail new levels of prosperity and 
productivity will emerge. This world of individual nations 


is not going to be controlled 


by any one power or group 


of powers. This world is not going to be committed to any 
one ideology, Please believe me when I say that the dream 
of world domination by one power or world conformity is 


an impossible dream.” 


Consequently, he urges new vigor 


and new initiative in seeking the path to a peace based on 
the effective control of armaments, on economic advance- 
ment, and on the freedom of all peoples to be ruled by 


Governments of their choice. 


Whether the General Assembly will take up the Amer- 
ican President's concrete plan and act upon it with vigor 


remains to be seen.

of the majority must prevail. 


Even if any particular 


country’s views are negatived it is the duty of member 
States to accept the decisions of the Assembly, as a whole, 
out of loyalty to the international organization. That way 
the nations may gradually “grow together” in a new Spirit 


of cooperation. 


We believe President Eisenhower has given useful 
leadership in his speech. It is up to the General Assembly 
to make that lead expand into a compréhensive plan of ac- 


tion.

Thirteen Years After 


Pacific War Anniversary Finds Japan at Another Crossroad 


Today is the 13th anniversary 
of the end of the Pacific War. 
At the 10th anniversary three 
years ago, “the end of the post- 
war era” was talked about 
among prominent critics and 
writers of this country. 

The moral of their conten- 
tions was that awareness of 
normalcy should set the key- 
note in our thinking already 10 
years after the war. 

Legally, Japan regained her 
independence in 1951. Perhaps 
that marked the end of the post- 
war era, If so, the warning that 
a sense of protracted transition 
and abnormality must not be 
allowed to misgulde our think- 
ing should be adjudged as com- 
ing too late rather than too 
early or just in time. 

But the very same critics who 
sounded the warning do not 
seem to have changed their tone 
thereafter. The mere passing 
of a postwar decade cannot be 
made very much of. Likewise, 
the proposal “let's shed the con- 
sciousness of an ‘apres la guerre’ 
period” seems to have proved to 
be only an artificial milestone 
on one point along the inces- 
sant flow of time. 

The critics have failed, per- 
haps, because they did not make 
a clear distinction between feel- 
ings and facts, psychology an 
historical reality. . 


Hatreds Vanish 

One of the most ‘remarkable 
phenomena after World War I 
was the fast receding of hatred 
and animosity on both sides of 
the Pacific. The realization of 
the full scope of the new post- 
war problems did not allow any 
indulgence in idle feelings on 
the part of the United States. 
And in Japan, the feeling assert- 
ed itself that we had fought a 


futile war’ without anv real 
enmity against our wartime 
foes. 


The phenomenon may be ex- 
plained with the changed char- 
acter of modern warfare, with 
the mechanism of social psy- 
chology peculiar to a modern 
society, or with the quicker 
tempo of world history. 

At any rate, one cannot oOver- 
emphasize the fact that the 
postwar era is over long since, 
as far as the popular. feelings 
of enmity are concerned. 

Rut with the same. force of 
argument, it must be stressed 
that Japan is still grappling 
with “postwar” problems even 
at this moment. Those prob- 
lems—political, economical or 
social——must be termed as 
“postwar” because they derive 
mainly from the stwar re 
forms initiated under the Allied 
occupation. 

So far as those problems de

termine the reality we face and 
forge the consciousness we 
possess, the sense of the “post- 
war” period lingers on and 
that is nothing surprising. 


Tremendous Task 

How can we finish the chal- 
lenging task of rebuilding 
Japan in just 10 or 13 years? 
The task is challenging, indeed, 
because Japan must be rebuilt 
not as her old self under a 
strong influence of militarism 
but as a democratic nation em- 
bodying also our traditional 
cultural values. 

If Japan wents to forget 
about the war and postwar dif- 
ficulties, we must redouble our 
effort to solve our own prob- 
lems. It serves no purpose to 
shun reference to the “post- 
war” situation. 

In the 13 years since the war, 
however, there have arisen a 
host of new problems in the 
world. Having finished by and 
arge the task of economic re- 
construction, the Japanese na- 
tion should now be able to turn 
Rs attention to the outside 
world. The experts on inter- 
national relations are not in 
question here. The realistic 
knowledge of world affairs 
must seep down to a wider seg- 
ment of the people. 

Even our Government has 
not come up to the expectations 
that it should formulate unique 
diplomatic policies befitting the 
new status of Japan. Despite 
the official pronouncement on 
the diplomatic principles found- 
ed upon Japan's threefold rela- 
tions with the United Nations, 
the United States and other 
Asian nations, issues were pos- 
ed by the recent suspension of 
trade relations by Communist 
China and the Middle Wast 
crisis; the need for a clearer 
thinking on our part was felt 
acutely. 

Situation Changed 

The development of missiles 
and rocketry is changing the 
diplomatic and military situa- 
tion rapidly. Possession of nu- 
clear weapons by Communist 
China is no longer a matter of 
mere theoretical possibility. 

Without full cognizance of the 
changing reality, Japan cannot 
hope to have a sound public 
opinion on diplomacy. The re- 
luctance to talk about military 
affairs was understandable in 
the immediate postwar period. 
But the same mental attitude, it 
must be noted, is now hamper- 
ing democratic discussion in 
Japan. 

The attitude of the so-called 
progressive scholars and intel- 
lectuals on this matter is becom- 
ing a sort of snobbery. If some-

Adams’ Power 


The man who sits next to any 
President of the United States 
is always potent, whether he be 
Democrat or Republican, But 
because Eisenhower has been 
absent two years out of five 
and a half, few Presidential as- 
sistants have ever been so po- 
tent as Sherman Adams. 


An ilustration of his power 
is the letter he sent to the Army 
from an aequaintance regarding 
the Army’s contract hassle with 
the Raylaine Worsted.Co. of 
Manchester, N.H.—Adams’ home 
state. Adams merely attached 
a memo asking how the letter 
should be answered, Whereupon 
the Army refunded $41,000 to 
Raylaine after refusing the re- 
fund for 15 years. 

At least six witnesses before 
the Hebert Congressional Com- 
mittee testified that the Adams 
memo had an impact on them, 
which was why R. M. Austin, 
brother of stanch Republican 
ex-senator Austin of Vermont, 
penciled in longhand: 

“Because of the intervention 
of Mr, Adams from the White 
Heuse ... 1 understand senti- 
ment is growing to grant an- 
other hearing. Though I deep- 
ly resent the intrusion which 

think is highly unethical, I 
am Willing to go along...” 

Forcing the Negative 

U.S. Ambassador Liewellyn 
Thompson accurately predicted 
that Premier Khrushchev would 
reject the Western terms for a 
summit meeting. He warned 
the White House from Moscow 
after getting a look at an ad- 
vance copy of the message 
Eisenhower proposed to send. 

This Was a. Message Secre- 
tary Dultes had written for Ike 
deliberately setting u the 
toughest conditions possible for 
a méeting. Ambassador Thomp- 
son cabled back that the mes- 
sage was all right—if the Presi- 
dent wanted to make sure 
Khrushchev would say no!

Unless the educated Japanese 
can free themselves from a doc- 
trinaire attitude such as this, 
we can hardly say that Japan is 
truly democratic. 

The prevalence 
like “reactionary,” “ultra- 
leftists.” and “ultrarightists” 
aiso indicate a weakness in our 
democracy. 

The confrontation between 
the ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party and the opposition Social 
Democratic Party is sometimes 
referred to as a “two-party” 
system. But they do not share 
even the minimum of consensus 
required for smooth functioning 
of a two-party system. As a 
result, political discussion in 
this country sometimes becomes 
so exasperating that it ends in 
a bitter recrimination with 
epithets. 


Right and Wrong Path 

This is, frankly, the sum total 
13 years after the war of 
Japan's efforts to establish a 
new democratic parliamentary 
system. But the informed public 
here is fully aware that democ- 
racy cannot be acquired over- 
night. 

Japan should, however, view 
herself at this moment at a 
crossroad, from where the 
right path leads to democracy 
but the wrong one to totalitar- 
ian rule, which can he worse 
perhaps than the prewar mill 
tarism. 

In order to foster an atmos- 
phere favorable to rational dis- 
cussion, there is still much to 
be desired on the part of: both 
the Liberal-Democrats and the 
Socialists, as well as of the gen- 
eral public. 

In the field of economy, 
Japan is also facing a turning 
point. The postwar economic 
recovery has been faster than 
was expected. In other words, 
the national economy grew by 
leaps and bounds. But now 
Japan is in recession and the 
way out is not in sight yet. 

To quote figures, the rate of 
growth of national economy 
averaged about 9 per cent a 
year in the past 10 years. This 
rate was higher than the rate 
that the Government policy- 
makers envisaged and also high- 
er than the rate of most other 
foreign countries. 

In the future, however, the 
rate of growth is expected to 
slow down because the expan- 
sion will be more dependent 
upon new investments than the 
use of existing unengaged 
facilities. 

Hard to Achieve 

In the official long-range eco- 
nomic plan, the rate of growth 
is supposed to be 6.5 ber engt 
a year. But that is only a target 
figure that must be achieved to 
satisfy various other require- 
ments of Japan including gain- 
ful employment of the labor 
force. 

Japan must strive hard for 
this target because she cannot 
build her future on an empty 
stomach and social unrest. The 
need to maintain a satisfactory 
balance of trade makes the task 
indeed difficult. 

At the same time, Japan must 
endeavor to achieve a higher 
wage level without causing any 
serious unemployment, It 
seems impossible to raise the 
wage level as high as the So- 
cialists and some radical leaders 
of the trade union movement 
demand. But there must be a 
steady effort for a genuine and 
gradual progress in this regard. 

It is regretted that the radi- 
cal leadership of many unions 
here is frightening enterprisers, 
especially those operating small- 
er firms or plants, out of their 
wits instead of enlightening 
on the role of trade unionism 
for the betterment of working 
conditions and. for the growth 
of democracy. 

This is not a comprehensive 
survey of the present state of 
Japan, at this moment 13 years 
after the war’s end, For that, 
at least the important fields of 
education and culture must 
be covered. But the magnitude 
of the challenge Japan now 
faces should be clear even from 
a brief description such as this. 

Many of Japan's problems are 
truly formidable. But what 
countries of the world are free 
from grave problems? 

The 13th anniversary of the 
war's end should be an occasion 
for the Japanese nation to re- 
new its determination to con- 
tinue its honest effort for 
progress. And what is most 
needed on the part of our Gov- 
ernment is competent leader- 
ship with the right vision.
